Now here will naturally ariſe a Queſtion which I know the curious Want 
to be let into, and at this time is hid from their Eyes being a fecret and my- 
ſerious) and that is, what Number of Men and Sums of Money in each Year 
the S—s of H — 4 might reaſonably - fave (by this Deficiency in their 
Quota's) to themſelves, and what our Nation has loft by not making ſo tite 
a Bargain for Old England as the Late Miniſtry ought to have done, by puting 
the Nation upon an equa} Quota with the faid 'S—-s. Ro * 
The Anſwer to this will be very convincing ; admit there be allowed to 
each Government 4 J. per Menſem for every Sailor's Pay; and we are all cer- 
tain that a firſt Rate Ship's Compliment is about 800 Men, a Second Rate 
600, in a Third Rate 490, and in a Fourth Rate 288 Men belonging to each 
Ship, now to raiſe my Computation to a groſs Sum I will take but 300 Men 
for the Compliment of every Ship employ'd in the ſaid Service for the Line 
of Battle, and no more; then their Pay per Menſem for the ſaid 300 Men 
will be but 1200 l. which amounts to per Annum 15600 J. or thereabouts. 
No in this Place twill be very convenient to ſhew, what the Kingdom of 
E nd wou d have actually ſaved per Annum, had they been upon an Equa-
